HOW TO MEET OUR TESTS? 


It is not the great emergencies of 
life that test one’s strength 
of char­ 
acter so much as it is the trivial mat­ 
ters that help to make up everyday 
existence, those thousand and one lit­ 
tle animosities that spring into being 
so often at the lightest touch; those 
unlooked for and 
unchecked 
short­ 
comings that evidence 
themselves in 
various ways. It is not easy to control 
our feelings day after day, when life 
centers itself 
apparently 
about the 
most uninteresting and discouraging 
activities. 
We get tired sometimes of 
doing the same old things in the same 
old way, trusting to chance that some 
good fortune may develop 
that will 
eventually change conditions for us. 
We may try to make the break, per­ 
haps, and enter upon a new path thai 
will lead us out of the beaten fields 
of our past endeavors, hut because we 
do not approach the new work in the 
right spirit we find, too often, that we 
only add another mistake to those that 
have gone before. 
We become d is-1 
couraged and take 
up 
the old ways 
again, more embittered than ever and 
utterly unprepared to take the lesson 
to heart. 
Or 
again it may be that 
conditions over 
which 
we have no 
control make it necessary for us fo ' 
continue at our post of duty regard­ 
less of our feeling and desires. 
We 
may have plans for ourselves, plans 
which are only the natural expression J 
of our individual 
right 
to 
live and * 
thrive, hut other interests exert a re­ 
straining influence upon us and force I 


us to put our own hopes at whatever 


cost to ourselves. 
It is such circum­ 


stances that try our souls and make 
the hest tests of all. 
Are we able to 
meet them as we should? 
It is not 
so 
difficult a matter to 
measure up to some great emergency 
hitter though it may he and disastrous 
as its effects may 
prove 
upon 
our 
lives. 
We have at least the stimulus 
of the shock to sustain us at the time, 
and while it happens not infrequently 
that such shocks prove all but fatal to 
some, by far the greater number of 
persons find the instant courage and 
determination to prove equal to the 
unexpected demand made upon them. 
This is not so, however, in the grind­ 
ing, commonplace 
routine of every­ 
day life. 
The burden 
easily 
proves 
irksome; it becomes in time almost too 
familiar, and its continued presence 
takes the heart out of some persons, 
while its effect upon others is directly 
opposite. 
Sometimes the burden that 
presses the hardest makes us fight all 
the more to rid ourselves of it, and 
while we may derive passing comfort 
from the effort in the end, perhaps, 
we feel its weight all the more. 
It is 
such tests as these that try us to the 
breaking point, yet we are expected 
to measure up to them if we hope to 
play our part well. 
What is the use 
of resisting, we sometimes ask our­ 
selves, when we know 
that nothing 
can change present conditions unless 
it he something entirely unlooked for? 
But it is the unlooked for thing that 
sometimes 
happens, 
and this hope 
helps us to “carry on” in spite of our 
personal disappointments. 
We never know just when we shall 
be put to the test in this world. 
To­ 
night we may go to sleep happily con­ 
tent; tomorrow we may awaken to a 
day that will change our whole man­ 
ner of 
living. 
Emergencies 
are al­ 
ways unanticipated and it is this fact 
that helps to give 
us the 
necessary 
strength to battle with them* and that 
makes us equal to them. 
It may be 
that we think we are reconciled to the 
monotonous routine of our lives, but 
some little thing may happen that will 
change our opinion, and make us, if 
anything more than ever antagonistic 
to what seems to be our duty in the 
circumstances. 
If we know that such 
a duty may not be evaded it does not 
help us to set ourselves against it, even 
though we must exert all our strength 
and patience to continue to fulfill it. 
Perhaps if we try to remember that no 
matter how unwelcome such duties 
are they are in 
reality tests of our 
strength of character, and honesty of 
conscience, it may help a little. 
Life 
at times may not seem to yield us very 
much; we get so little in return for our 
efforts, we say, but then we must not 
forget that if we work always with a 
view to immediate returns we are not 
working in the proper spirit. 
Dry 
and barren though 
existence 
some­ 
times seems, the years just ahead may 
be richly laden with results that flow 
from the efforts we are now making. 
Hard though the tests are it should be 
borne in mind that 
there 
are other 
harder tests that could have been ap­ 
plied to us. 
A great measure of our 
future happiness and welfare depends 
upon the manner in which we accept 
the responsibilities of the present, and 
when we look at them 
in 
that light 
they surely will not press so hard. 
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“Many of us,” says the Baltimore 
Sun, “can’t understand the intricacies 
of statesmanship interpreted by con­ 
gress.” Still, we can probably under­ 
stand them about as well as most of 
the congressmen.

At present this is done by 
means of tile ordinary standard with 
crossbar on top,’ but formerly it was 
done by placing a rope around the ani­ 
mal’s forefoot close to the ground, and 
multiplying the length so obtained by 
two. This measurement generally gives 
a quarter of an inch or so more, but 
never less than Hie exact height.

Use of Peat as Fuel. 
Few have realized that peat might 
replace coal and break to a large ex­ 
tent the dependence of some of the 
northern 
states 
upon 
distant 
coal 
mines. 
For several mouths a Minneapolis 
company has been engaged in the prep­ 
aration of peat for fuel, said to be the 
only enterprise of its kind iii the coun­ 
try. A machine has been perfected that 
digs, macerates and spreads out to dry 
700 tons of wet peat in a day, or a 
quantity sufficient to produce IOO tons 
of dry fuel. That’s how much peat 
contracts in tile drying process. One 
man operates the machine. 
During the summer the machine was 
operated on a bog near Minneapolis, 
awd peat, processed at the University 
of Minnesota, was burned with satis­ 
factory results in a Minneapolis office 
building.

Prof. Raymond Pearl of Johns Hop­ 
kins, after an exhaustive study of life 
probability extending through a histor­ 
ic period of two thousand years, ar­ 
rives at the conclusion that while 
man s possibilities of life at birth and 
in earlier stages has been steadily im­ 
proving, ids expectation of life at ad­ 
vanced age l as been steadily decreas­ 
ing. 
Comparisons* ranging from tile 
Romano-Egyptian to the present day 
offer statistical proof. The theoretical 
explanation is that in early times, with 
less provision for the protection of 
babies and infants, only the more rug­ 
ged pulled through. 
Nowadays with 
increasing care for ehiidhood, Hie weak 
are carried into adolescence and adult­ 
hood. Where formerly only the fittest 
or toughest managed to reach the 
shady slope of life, and were conse­ 
quently more likely to hang on to ripe 
old ages, the salvaging of the weaker 
brings them into the fifties and sixties 
with less hope of prolonged life.

camps in China during the 
winter;

to return to their home provinces 
and attempt raising new crops this 
year. 
This action was taken, according 
to cable advices received from Pe­ 
king by the China famine fund, be­ 
cause officials considered it neces­ 
sary for the good of the entire pop 
ulation that efforts be made for a 
harvest this year throughout 
the 
famine area. 
As the camp refug­ 
ees were generally well fed during j 
recent months, they were picked to j 
pass the summer months at their 
former homes. 
Refugees who have already start­ 
ed the homeward journey were sup­ 
plied with food and money by 
re­ 
lief organizations.
